BRITAIN will have a 
200-mile fishing limit 
on January 1. Foreign 
Secretary, Anthony 
Crosland, told the EEC 
this on Monday when 
he said Britain would 
go it alone if the EEC 
was not ready to act. 

However, the UR 
fishing industry’s 
troubles are only fust 
beginning as the EEC’s 
latest fishing policy 
proposals reject 
British and Irish 
fishermen's claims for 
a 50-mile exclusive 
zone. It has been made 
clear that the Govern- 
ment will not even 
presB for 50 of the 200 
mileB to be exclusive to 
the UK.

Maurice Browse of Browse 
Bros., Paignton, which 
operates three crabberB in the 
5uf(. range and processes 
catches at its harbouraide fac- 
tory, said there seemed to be 
more Eastern Bloc trawlers 
than ever. 

They were mid-water 
trawling some- 36 miles off 
Start Point and were often 
carrying away the marker 
buoys. Equipment could be 
lost and, at best, fishing time 
was sacrificed in dragging for 
unmarked pots.
